The house where Miss Hazard killed 
herself is the home of A. E. Dolin, li- 
brarian of the St. Louis Law Library. 
The Dolin family is now in Conway, 
Mich. Dr. Ellen Moore, a friend of Mrs. 
Dolin, was left*in charge of the house 
and Miss Hazard remained there as a 
roomer and companion to Mrs. Moore. 

The two women occupied the same 
room. Miss Hazard arose about 56 4a. 
m. and Mrs. Moore awoke but went 
back to sleep. When Mrs. Moore awoke 
again about 9 a. m. she found Miss 
Hazard’s body lying on tne floor in the 
middle of the kitchen. 

Doctor Examines I'riend’s Body. 

Near the body was a glass and a 
handkerchief.. The glass had the same 
odor as that in the room and the drug 
had made a brown stain on the lino- 
leum near the dead woman’s head. 
There was no bottle in the room. 

Dr. Moore made an examination of 
the body and saw quickly that her 
friend was dead. She called in assist- 
ance, and the Coroner and police were 
notified. The body was taken to the 
Wagoner undertaking establishment. 

A letter addressed to Eugene L. 
Hazard of Detroit, Mich., Miss Hazard’s 
brother, was found by the police. It 
was not opened, but was held for the 
Coroner. Dr. Moore told the police that 
Miss Hazard was engaged to A. G. Ben- 
nett of Craig, Colo., and that she wrote 
and mailed a letter to Him Monday 
evening. 

Dr. Moore also said that Miss Hazard 
remarked Monday evening that it was 
“about time’ for her to commit sul- 
cide and that she told of a sister, Molly, 
who killed herself in Chicago 12 years 
ago.

CHAMONIX, France, Aug. 10.—The 


balloon Sirtus, manned by H. Spelterine 
ani three passengers, starting here, has 
sailed over Mont Blanc, Hurope’s high- 
est peak, and landed near Locarno? Swit- 
zerland, 100 miles east of here, on the 
shore of Lake Maggiore. 

In its flight the Sirius crossed the 
rpPennine and Pontine Alps. It attained 
a height of 18,373 feet above sea level, 
which is 2500 feet higher than the sum- 


mit of Mont Blanc. 

Messages were received.here today 
announcing the safe arrival of the par- 
ty. The messages said the landing had 


side, but that the way from the land- 
ing place to town would be a difficult 
and dangerous one. 

The landing place was at an altitude 
of 5400 feet. 

Sailed Over Ice Fields, 

The journey over Mont Blanc and the 
Alpine regions of lower Switzerland and 
upper Italy was made in an almost 
constant atmosphere of freezing cold, 
and under, as well as over, snow and 
ice. 

Snowstorms raged at parts of the pas- 
sage, and changing winds carried the 
balloon repeatedly back toward its 
starting point, then on to the south and 
east. 

Masses of snow were in the clouds 
thicugh which the party sailed. At no 
time did the aéeronauts descend any- 
where near the timber line. Their whole 
trip was made in the bleak upper air. 

Glaciers filled valleys where the -aero- 
nauts would have been glad to iand, 
and at other places the snow was so 
deep that there seemed no prospect of 
getting a balloon out. The half frozen 
men, who had meant to descend much 
sooner, were thus kept in the air for 
hours after their suffering had become 
intense. 

Blanc Crossed Before. 

A successful balloon trip ever Mont 
Blanc and the Alps was made in No- 
vember, 1906, by two Italian aeronauts 
in the balloon Milano. 

The greatest altitude reached at that 
time was 20,500 feet, and the rarified at- 
mosphere made it necessary for the mén 
to resort to oxygen to keep alive. 

The Milano, which went up from Mi- 
lan, Italy, came down at Aix-Le-Bains, 
France, after having covered a dis- 
tance of 175 miles in three hours. 





36,000 Feet the Record. 

In an ascension made from Wolver- 
hampton, England, in W862, the instru- 
ments showed after the landing that 
the baioon had risen to a height of 36,- 
000 feet, nearly seven miles above the 
earth, Neither of the aeronauts was 
able to see and both became partially 
paralyzed after 29,000 feet was passed.

Fagan 
is 25 years old and little is known of his 
antecedents. He had been employed in

City Attorney Thomas L. Anderson 
will not prosecute householders who re- 
fuse to comply with Jeptha D. Howe's 
garbage box ordinance until the validity 
of’ the ordinance is established in the 


courts. The City Attorney doubts its 


validity. 

Th City Charter provides that no spe- 
cial or general erdinance which is in 
eonflict or inconsistent with ordinances 
of prior date shal! be valid or effectual 


until such prior ordinance, or the con- 
flicting parts thereof, are repealed by 
express terms. 
The new, garbage can ordinances does 
not repeal in express terms section 687, 
chapter ll, article 13, of the revised or- 
dinances, which provides that any sort 
of a garbage receptacle may be used. 
The Howe-Thiele ordinance merely 
states that all ordinances or parts there- 
of in conflict with it are repealed. 
Thinks New Law Void. 
Mr. Anderson, and other experts on 
city ordinances, are of the opinion that 
the old garbage ordinance is not re- 
pealed by the new ordinance, that it is 
still in full effect, and that the new 
ordinance is invalid. 

The Howe garbage box ordinance, re- 
quiring all householders to buy non- 
absorbent, water-tight, covered garbage 
boxes, is classified as a genera] ordi- 
nance. ‘The old ordinance ‘s also a gen- 
eral ordinance. This being the case. 
Mr. Anderson thinks the old ordinande 
can be repealed only by express terms, 
and that it is not affected by the gen- 
eral language of the Howe ordinance. 
my at- 
tention was called to the new ordi- 
nance, that I would not prosecute peo- 
ple under it until its validity has been 
established,” said Mr. Anderson Tues. 
day. “It appears to me that the new 
ordinance does not repeal the old, and 
is therefore tnvalid."” 


Any Box Meets Old Law. 
The old garbage box ordinance is a 


“wide-open” law, and has been tested 
in all the courts, including the gy. 
preme Court of the United States. Any 
box, barrel, or o her receptacle with- 
out a lid, meets the req trements of 
this ordinance. 

When the attention of City Counsellor 
Walther was called to the fact tha: 
the Howe ordinance does not in ex- 
press terms repeal the prior farbage 
box ordinance, he said: 

“I cannot express an opinion at thi« 
time. I expect the ordinance to come 
before me officially later, and unti! 1 
does I do not care to give an opinion 
as to its validity.”

Dr. Rambaud saved her life twice, 
once before they were married and once 
afterward. She saved his once. 

Mrs. Rambaud was Miss Lulu Fowler 
Bryan, daughter of Mrs. Betty Bryan, 
wealthy and prominent in the society of 
Houston, Tex. It was a cat bite that 
brought the couple together. One sum- 
mer afternoon in 1899 Miss Bryan was 
frolicking on the lawn of her mother’s 
home at Houston with several other 
young women, when a vicious cat bit 
Miss Bryan on the ankle. 

Physicians who attended the young 
woman decided that the cat had rabies 
and advised her mother to send her to 
the Pasteur Institute here at once. She 
was placed in charge oi Dr. Rambaud. 
The rabies expert became interested in 
the young patient and piloted her safely 
past the danger point of hydrophobia. 
They were married in 1900 in Christ 
Church, Houston. 

Three years later Dr. Rambaud saved 
his wife from death in a collision at 
Seventh avenuo and  Thirty-fourth 
street. 

Then it was Mrs. Rambaud’s turn. 
The next summer she and her husband 
were staying at Saranac Lake. The 
physician and his wife went out in a 
towboat in the morning to shoot ducks.

-But if you’re determined to be wicked 
dietetically and want to get your mon- 
ey’s worth from your r smoke, stop bolt- 











ing your food, learn how to tell when 
you are hungry and your mouth and pal- 
ate will be put into such a healthful con- 
dition that they will appreciate a deli- 
cacy of flavor and aroma that they have 
never dreamed of before, according to 
the noted authority on vital economy. 

There are very few people who know 
when they are hungry, or rather when 
they are not hungry, in the opinion of 
Mr. Fletcher. The all-gone feeling just 
above the waist line and the feeling 
of faintness that comes over people 
about dinner time are, according to 
him, not true hunger, but an unhealthy 
craving of the same sort as that for 
liquor or other stimulants. 

If you are hungry at 11 o’clock don’t 
rush off and eat something to satisfy 
it, he said, let your hunger accumulate 
and then clip the coupons of appetite 
and enjoy it as real cash when you 
have reached a stage when your mouth 
waters and your nostrils are distended 
at the smell of food and you want to

Two Singers That Can Sing. 


There are two singers ‘at the Columbia 
who can sing, and do sing. They are 
John McCloskey and Mabel McCane. 
McCloskey is an operatic tenor with a 
beautifully clear voice that he handles 
with ease and precision. He was ex; 
tremely liberal with his encores and ap- 
parently could have entertained his 
audience for an hour without tiring 
himself or those who were listening. 
Miss McCane is a St. Louis girl and 
she is not without honer in her own 
city. Her ‘‘act’ does not prevent her 
using her splendid voice, though it pre- 
vents her being considered merely as 
a singer. Her rendition ef “Annie 
Laurie” is a delight, and there is music 
in it, even when she turns it into mod- 
ern ragtime. 


Weorderful Bicycle Feats. 


The Klein family, three men and three 
women, do wonderful feats.on bicycles 
and unicycles.

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SENATOR WARNER’S PLIGHT. 

No one ought to begrudge Senator Warner the 
bagful of census appointments which the Presi- 
dent is reported to have placed in his hands for 
the purpose of assuring his re-election to the Sen- 
ate. The Senator is in dire need of something 
with which to supplement—offset is the better 
word—his senatorial record. 

The masses of the people of Missouri agree with 
the masses of the people of Iowa, Kansas, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Oklahoma and other Western 
States in opposition to robber tariffs.

the Senate was when he voted “aye” to every 
high tariff proposition supported by Senator 
Aldrich. He voted with Aldrich 119 times. Not 
once did he vote against him. 

Senator Warner does not represent the people 
of Missouri. He is not in harmony with their 
sentiments. He does not stand for their interests. 
He represents the protected trusts. He stands for 
the interests of plutocracy. 

Senator Warner cannot plead for re-election on 
the ground of faithful service to his constituents. 
He has served their spoilers. He has placed him- 
self in direct opposition to their interests, their 
desires, their principles. He has misrepresented 
them. It was because of a realization of his de- 
fenseless position as a Western Senator who de- 
fends robber privileges that the administration 
was inclined to fill his hands with gifts to pla- 
cate his indignant constituents. But if the voters 
of Missouri can be bribed to condone a record of 
betrayal on the part of their Senator by a lot of 
census appointments we shall sorrowfully revise 
our opinion of Missouri manhood.

A MYTH IN THE MAKING. 
In the eight days that have elapsed since the 
Viviano children disappeared, active minds have 
been at work. The field of speculation has been 
plowed, dragged, planted and a great crop of 
ideas has been harvested and garnered into im- 
perishable but elastic gossip. 
Turrisi, the supposed kidnaper, has grown from 
a harmless, wide-eyed Italian boy to the spectral 
proportions of a heartless cutthroat.

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GERMAN INFLUENCE ON AMERICA. 

A question as to the “increasing Teutonic in- 
fluence on the United States’ at the expense of 
British prestige is raised in a London journal by 
an American, who says: 

“We not only exchange professors with German 
universities; we import historians, psychologists 
and chemists for our best chairs. Whereas, a 
generation ago we looked to Oxford and Cam- 
bridge for inspiration, now we turn to Heidelberg 
and Leipsic. We have Germans on the bench, in 
business, in the law, in office and seeking it. En- 
glish with a German accent is more familiar to 
our ears than English with an English accent.” 

On the other hand, we import from England 
engineers, museum directors, ministers, theater 
managers, actors and music hall artists, younger 
sons, fire insurance companies, masculine fash- 
ions and many other things,. incliding large 
amounts of capital. In the importation of plays 
and novels as between the two countries the hon- 
ors are with England. Our exportation of heir- 
esses to England far exceeds that to Germany. 
More American millions are spent in the purchase 
of English country estates that for castles on the 
Rhine. Unter den Linden exerts no such influ- 
ence on American society as Carleton Terrace.

In courts nowa- 
days the spirit of deception is predominant and takes 
‘the extreme form of perjury and chicanery in a ter- 
rible manner. By this action and argumentation each 
party shows that they fight the battle in the line of 
liars instead of with a sane regard for the truth. 
The medical expert has to keep up to the standard 
of the time. But it is desirable that he knows bet- 
ter, as in Thaw’s case, what he is talking about 
and after he selected an immensely scientific word, 
not to forget the simple underlying condition of the 
same.

The Count and «Countess Gizycki sep- 
arated in February, 1908, four years aft- 
er their marriage. The foNowing April 
the Count brought action for divorce 
in Vienna. While no grounds for the 
action were announced, it was reported 
that he charged the Countess with par- 
tiality for wine dinners and with ex- 
travagance. 


Said Count Bent Her. 


On the other hand, the Countess con- 
fided to her friends, it is said, that her 
noble husband was a confirmed gam- 
bler, a spendthrift and that he had beat- 
en her on numerous occasions. 

Shortly after the separation the Count- 
ess left Vienna with her father, estab- 
lishing herself in London with her 
child. One day when she was absent 
from home, it is said, the Count ap- 
peared in an automobile and beguiled 
the nurse into allowing him to take the 
child for a ride. 

Despite a frantic search by the I t- 
terson family, no trace of the daughter 
was found antil Emperor Nicholas II 
forced his subject to give:her up. 

Count Gizycki met Miss Patterson in 
Paris in 1902.

Gay Paree is what you call the one 
grand joke, according to Police Se-- 
geant ‘‘Jean’’ McMullen, who has just 
returned from the French metropolis. 

“Of course, this is sirictly entre 
nous,” said “Jean,’’ speaking confiden- 
tially, ‘‘but, believe me, Paris is noth- 
ing but a circus. Stretch a tent over 
it, and they could truthfully advertise 
it as the biggest show on earth. 

‘“T’m not going to include this in my 
compte rendu, which is the French way 
of saying report, but let me tell you 
that Paris is only for people whe 
want to do something they are ashamed 
to do at home. 

“Tt’s a great place for an old man 
whe has an affaire du coeur with a 
young girl. Everything over there is a 
la belle etoile (in the open) and it is 
no uncommon. sight to see oddly 
matched couples spooning on the boule- 
vards. The tables of the cafes are on 
the sidewalks, and there men and wom- 
en sit and flirt without attracting the 
least bit of attention from Parisians.

‘“Tt’'s an awfully big place, though.

“The Parisians point with pride to ax 
opera house which was in course of con- 
struction for 14 years.
